S.O. 2815.—Whereas the Central Government is Of the opinion, that, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of the Export (Quality Clontrol and 
Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the enarnelwares should be subject to inspec¬ 
tion prior to export: 

And whereas the Central Government has formulated the proposal specified 
below for the said purpose and has forwarded the same to the Export Inspection 
Council as required by sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and 
Inspection) Rules, 1964; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the said sub-rule, and in supersession of the 
notmeations of the Government of India in the late Ministry of Commerce 
S.O. 2696. dated the 26th August, 1965, S.O. 1276, S.O. 1276 and S.O. 1277 dated 
the 25th April, 1966, the Central Government hereby publishes the said proposal 
for the Information of the public likely to be affected thereby. 

Notice is hereby given that any person desiring to forward any objections or 
suggestions with respect to the said proposals may forward the same within 
thirty days of the date of publication of this notification to the Export Inspection 
Council ‘World Trade Centre’, 14/1-B, Ezra Street, 7th Floor, Calcutta-!. 
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Proposals 

(1) To notiiy that enamelwares shall be subject to quality control and inspec¬ 
tion prior to export; 

(2) To speclly the type of inspection in accordance with the draft Export of 
Enarnelwares (Inspection) Rules, 1B69 set out In Annexure I to this notification 
as the type of inspection which would be applied to such enamelwares prior to 
export; 

(3) To recognise the specifications as declared by the exporter to be the agreed 
specifications of the export contract for enamelwares subject to a mlnunum of 
the specifications as set out In Annexure II to this notification as the standard 
specifications for enamelware; 

(4) To prohibit the export, In the course of International trade, of any such 
enamelweue unless the same is accompanied by a certificate issued by one of the 
agencies established by the Central Government imder section 7 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1903), to the effect that such 
enamelwares satisfy the conditions relating to inspection and conform to the 
specifications applicable to them under Item (3). 

2. In this notification, “enamelware" means articles made with vitreous enamel 
(porcelain enamel) other than those with coloured or decorated inside contact 
surface, meant for domestic and hospital use. 

3. Nothing In this notification shall apply to the export by land, sea or air, 
of samples of enamelwares, the f.o.b. value of which does not exceed one hundred 
and twenty-five rupees to prospective buyers,

(Sec sub-para 2 of para 1) 

Draft rules proposed to be made under section 17 of the Ea:port (Quality Control 

and Inspection) Act, 1903. 

1. Short title and comunencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Export 
of Enamelwares (Inspection) Rules, 1969. 

(2) They shall come Into force on . 

2. Definitions. —In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 

(22 of 1963): 

(b) ‘Agency’ means any one of the Export Inspection Agencies at Bombay. 

Calcutta, Cochin, Delhi and Madras established by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment under section 7 of the Act; 

(c) ‘Council’ means the Export Inspection Council established under section 

3 of the Act; 

(d) ‘Enamelware’ means articles made with vitreous enamel (porcelain 

enamel) other than those with coloured or decorated inside contact 
surface, meant for domestic and hospital use. 

3 Basis of Inspection. —Inspection of enamelwares shall be carried out with a 
view to seeing that the same conform to the specifications recognised by the Cen¬ 
tral Government under section 8 of the Act. SampUng shall be done as per the 
Tables mentioned In the Schedule to these rules. 

4 Procedure of Inspection.—(1) An exporter intending to export enamelwares 
shaU given intimation in writing of his Intention so to do and submit along with 
such Intimation the declaration as to agreed specification of the export contract, 
to any one of the agencies to enable it to carry out the inspection in accordance 
with rule 3 and shall simultaneously forward a copy of the intimation for Inspec¬ 
tion to the nearest office of the Export Inspection Council either at ‘World Trade 
Centre’ 14/1-B, Ezra Street, 7th Floor, Calcutta-1 or Manl Mahal, 11/21, Mathew 
Road, Bombay-4 or 6B/9, Northern Extension Area, RaJInder Nagar, New Delhl-5. 

(2) Every Intimation and declaration under sub-rule (2) shall be given not 
less than ten days before the expected date of shipment. 
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(3) On receipt of the Intimation and declaration under sub-rule (2), the Agency 
shall carry out the inspection of enamelwares in accordance with rule 3 and the 
instructions In this behalf issued by the Export Inspection Council from time to 
time. 

(4) After satisfying Itself that enamelwares conform to the requirements of 
rule 3, the Agency shall Issue a certificate declaring the consignment as Export¬ 
worthy. 

5. Place of Inspection.—Inspection of enamelwares for the purposes of these 
rules shall he carried out, either— 

(a) at the premises of the manufacturer, or 

(b) at the premises at which the goods are offered by the exporter, provid¬ 

ed adequate facilities for the purpose exist therein. 

6. Inspection fee,—Subject to a minimum of rupees twenty five, a fee at the 
rate of thirty palse for every hundred rupees of the f.o.b, value shall be paid 
by the exporter to the agency as Inspection fee for one or more consignments of 
any particular item offered at one time and place. 

7. Appeal.—(1) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the Agency to Issue 
a certificate under sub-rule (4) of rule 4, may, within ten days of receipt of com¬ 
munication of such refusal by him, prefer an appeal to a panel of exports con¬ 
sisting of not less than three persons appointed for the purpose of the Central 
Government. 

(2) The decision of the panel on such appeal shall be final.

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Annexure II 


1. Material 

1.1. The steel sheet should be of a guage as per agreement between the buyer 
and the exporter. 

2. Shape and dimensions 

2.1. The design, dimensional details and capacity of enamelwares, shall be as 
per agreement between the buyer and the seller. The tolerances on the same 
shall be as follows: 

Diemengioas — ± 2 ■ 5 % 

Capacity — ± 2 ■ 5 % 

3. WorkmajisMp and finish 

3.1. The surface of the ware shall not have any flaws like pinholes, cracks or 
crevices. 

3.2. The material shall have a glossy finish, and the colour, texture and 
thickness of enamel shall be evenly matched. 

4. Tests 

4.1. Adhesion test. —A steel ball weighing 100 g, when allowed to fall freely 
from a height of 57 cm. on the surface of the enamelware, shall not produce any 
dent or large patch of peeled surface. 

4.2. Quench test. —The surface of the enamelware shall not show any crack 
or bare patches when the wares are kept inside a furnace at 200 degrees C for 
10—20 minutes and immediately plunged in water at room temperature. 

4 3. Leak test. —The enamelware shall be allowed to remain In water coloured 
with eosin for at least 10 minutes. During the test, there shall be no inflltrallon 
of coloured water to inside. 

4.4. Citric Acid test.—The surface of the enamelware shall be free from dirt 
and grease by wiping with acetone and drying. A 3 cm. diameter thin filter paper 
shall be placed on the cleaned surface of the enamel, on the top of which a thicker 
filter paper 2.5 cm. diameter shall be placed. Citric acid solution (100 g/Utre) 
shall be dropp-ed on the filter papers imtil these are saturated. The filter papers 
shall be then covered with a watch glass to prevent evaporation. The filter papers 
shall be removed after 20 rl- 1 minutes and the surface shall be washed with 
running tap water and dried with a clean cloth. The enamel shall not show enV 
perceptible change i.e. there shall not be any loss of gloss. The mark of an HB 
pencil drawn across both the treated and untreated surface shall not be letalned 
more by the one surface than by the other after they have been rubbed with a 
clean drr cloth. 

5 . Packing 

5.1 Enamelwares shall be packed in accordance with the stipulation of the 
buyer in such a manner as to ensure the safe arrival of the wares to the destina¬ 
tion without any damage. 

5.2. The packages weighing upto 60 kg. shall be able to withstand a drop from 
a height of 190 cm. without any damage to the contents inside or package itself. 
The packages shall also be adequately protected against adverse effects of weather, 
and moisture contamination.
